Public Heelth Refresher Training Courses 


Referenee is mede to Section I, Weekly Bulletin #123 Section 5, Bulletin 

#353 end Section 4, Bulletin #44, 1947. The Institute of Public Health in Tokyo 
is now cenducting short, intensive refresher treining courses for personne]. on 
duty in the verious branches of the prefectural heelth organization. Key person- 
nel employed ¢nd on duty in the prefecturs] Heelth Devartment end Heelth Centers 
especielly the Heelth Center Directors end other technicr] personnel, sheuldé 5tn 
tend these courses ¢s soon es possible. The courses ere designed to sive cs 
much precticel treining as permissible, to es many people es nossible in the min- 
imum emount of time, Beceuse of limited facilities «end personnel, only 50 stu- 
dents cen be currently eccepted for eech course. It is plenned thet subsecuent- 
ly two or more clesses cen be ccnducted concurrently. 


The third refrecher cless for Public Heelth Officers (Doctors) end the third 
eless for Public Health Senitariens will begin on 9 Jenuery 1948. The first 
elesses for two new courses, one for Public Health Veterinrriens and one for 
Public Heelth Phermecists, will elso begin on 9 Januery 1948. For the time being, 
‘ell four courses mentioned ebove will be of 12 weeks dureticn. Some of these 
courses mey be Tengthened or shortened in the future depending upon the circum- 
stences. The current cless for nurses begen on § December and is of 16 weeks 
dure ticn.s 

The urgent need for training in public herlth of those currently on duty in 
the netion's public health organizetion is well known. The Japanese heve been 
lex in sending persons for refresher treining. Militery Government Heelth Offi- 
cers should determine thet the Japanese prefectural officials do send students te 
eech of these courses, thet the students selected ere the best aveileble, end 
that nececsery finencisl provisions ere mede for these selectees, The future 
possibilities of these students end their intention of remeining in public health 
rork should receive cereful considersetion,. 


On or sbout 25 November the Institute of Public Heelth sent out to the ¢ov- 
ernor of ech prefecture, letters conteining invitetions and informetion relative 
to these courses, The Institute of Public Health hes also notified the prefec- 
ture] heelth officers th:t they ere e>pected to consult the Militery Government 
Heelth Officers in meking the selection of students to attend these courses, 
Military Government Health Officers cen render s velueble service tc the present 
end future health progrems by giving this matter their cereful ettention. 


Amendment to Locel futonomy Lew 


The emendments to the Locel Autonomy Law pessed the Diet 7 December. /8 
emended, the lew now provides for separ:te Public Heelth Departments and Public 
Welfere Depertments in eech prefectural government on en eaual besis with ell 
other governmentel Departments. This will solve the previously existing problem 
of the stetus of prefectural heelth and welfare organizetions enc will now per- 
mit the establishment of sound end efficient Public Health Denartments end 
Public Welfere Lepertments, 


Directives from the Ministry of Yelfere, implementing this emendment, mey be 
expected in the immedietd future. Upon receipt, by eech prefecture, Militery 
Government Public Health Officers end Public Welfere Officers should closely ob- 
serve thet contents of the directives cre placed into effeet with the leest prec- 
ticeble deley. Deteils of & model orgenization to be used «s a guide in the cr- 
genization of these Departments will be published.in next week's bulletin rnd 
will be the seme es thet published by the Ministry to the Prefectures.
